the firſt of May laſt paſt, rogither with the 


Coronation of the Scottiſh Queene, 


he Ring arrined at Lyeth the firftdap 
of Pay, Anno 1 5 9 o. With the 
_—_—_ Nucenc his wife and his traine in thir⸗ 
tene ſhippes, accompanied with Peter 
ö Munck Admirall of Denmarke, one 

SA} of the Regentes of the King , Steuen 
— Braue a Daniſh Lo2de, and ſundap o⸗ 

— ther the Loꝛdes of the ſame countrey, 
where at they) arriuall, they were welcommed by the Duke 
of Lenox, the Earle Bothwell, andſundzy other the Dcottiſh 
Mobility. At their lading one M. lames Elpheſtona Senatoꝝ 
of the Colle dge of Juſtice, with a latine Oꝛation welcom- 
med them into t ountrep , which done, the King went 
on to the Chur of Lycth, where where they had a Sermon 


preached by maiſter Patrick Gallowey in Engliſh,tmpozting 


a thankſgiuing fo: their ſafe arriuall, 1 ſo they departed to 
their lodging, where they expected the comming in ol the reit 
of the Nobility, togither with ſuch pꝛeparation as was to bee 
pꝛouided in Edinbozough, and the Abbep of the Holy Rood 
houſe. 

This pertoꝛmed and the Mobility ioyning to the townſhip 
of Edenboꝛough, they reteaued the King and Querne from the 
towne ofLvcth, the King riding befoze and the Queene bee⸗ 
binde him un her Chariot with 3 Honoz ol ech ſide 
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of her Maicſties one. Her Chariot was d2alnne with eight 
hoꝛſes, cappariſoned in veluet, umbꝛodꝛed with ſiluer and gold, 
very rich, her Highneſſe maifter of her houſhoulde and other 
Daniſh Ladies on the one ſide, and the Loꝛde Hamilton, on 
the other, togi ther with the tft of the Ncbility,aud alter her 
Chariot, followed the Loꝛde Chancelours wife, the Lady 
Borhw ell, and other the Ladies, with the Burgeles of the 
towee, and others round about her, as of Edinbꝛough, - of 
Lyeth, of Fiſhrow, of Midlebsꝛow, of Pꝛeſfon, of DalkitÞ, 
ec. All the inhabitants bring in armour, and guung a volle 
ol ſhotte to the Aing and Queene in their paſſage, in top of 
their ſafe arriuall. In this m umer they paſſed to the Abbey cf 
Holy Koodc houfe, where they remained vuttill the ſeauen⸗ 
teenth of Pay, vppon which day the Queene was crowned 
in the ſajde Abbey Church, after the Emi os ended Bp 
Maiſter Robert Bruce, and M. David Lin{ey, with great tri⸗ 
umphes. The Coꝛanꝭ tion ended ſhe was conuride to her 
chamber, being led by the Loꝛd Chanceloꝛ on the one ſide, and 
the Embaſſadoꝛ of Enalande on the other, ſire Ladies 
bearing vppe the. bauing going befoꝛe her twelue 
Heraultes in their Coates of Armes and ſimdꝛpe trum⸗ 
a ſtill ſormding. The Earle of Angus bere the ſwoꝛde of 
onoꝛ, the L. Bamiltany Scepter, and the Ouke of Lenor, 
the Crowne, Ct us was that day ſpent in top and mirth. 
Uppon tueſdap the maeteenth of Map, her Maieſty made her 
entry into Edinboꝛough in her Chariot, with the Loꝛdes and 
Nobility giuing their attendance, among the which ther were 
{xc and thirty Dies on ho2ſcbacke, with foote clothes, cue⸗ 
ry of them being accompanied with ſome! Scottiſhe Loꝛde o 
knight, and all the Ladies following the Chariot. At her 
comunng to the South ſide of the pardes of the Canogit along 
the parke wall being in ſight of the Caſtle } they gaue her 
thence a great volle of ſhotte with their banners and aunct- 
entes diſplaied vppon the walles. Thence ſhre came to the 
Tack Poꝛt, vnder the which her Highneſſe ſtaied, and had an 
Dꝛation to welcome her to the towne, vttered in Latine by 
ane maiſter Iohn Ruſſeli, who was thereto apponited by the 
townelhippe, whole ſonne allo being placed vppon the toppe of 
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the Pozte head, + was let dewne by a devife mode in a globe, 
which being teme ſemewhet ouer her Paicſhies heade , cpe⸗ 
ned at the toppe into teure cuarters, where the childe expeas 
ring in the reit mblonce of an Angell, deln: ered her the kepes 
of the towne in Siluer, which dene, the quarters cloſcn, 
and the Globe was taken vppe agarne, ſors the childs 
was no moze ſerene there, Shee had alſo a Canapie of pur⸗ 
ple veluet embꝛodered with gold, carried ouer her by ſire anci⸗ 
ent Zouwncs-men, There were alſo thꝛer ſcoꝛe potung men of 
the towne lvke Moꝛes, and clothed in cloth af Siluer, with 
chaines about their neckes, ard bꝛacclets about their armes, ſet 
with Diamonds and other pꝛecious ſtones verie goꝛgeous to 
the eie, who went beloꝛe the Chariot bet wirt the hoꝛſt men and 
it, cucrie one with a white ftaffe in his hande, tokeepe of the 
thꝛong of people, where alſo rid the Pꝛouoſt and Bailefcs of 
the towne with lte clothes, to licepe the people in god oder, 
with moſt of the inhabitants in their beſt araie to doe the like. 
Ju this oꝛder her Grace paſſed on the Bow ſtrert, where was 
creced a table, whercupon ſtode a Globe of the whole woꝛlde, 
with a bop ſitting therby, who repꝛeſented the perſen of a king, 
and made het an Oꝛation, wi ich done, ſhe went vp the Bowe, 
wher were caſt foꝛth a rũber ol banketing diſhes as they ct me 
by, and comming to the Butter trone, there were placed nin 
maidens bꝛeucly arraied in cloth of ſiuer and gold, repreſenting 
the mine Bulrs, who ſung veric ſwerte imuſicke, where a bꝛaue 

vouth plaped vpon the Oꝛgans, which acco2ded cxceller tlie 
with tie ſmging of their Pſalms, whereat ter Baicſtie ſtaied 
a While, and thence paſſed downe thzorigh the high gate of E- 
dinbꝛougb, which was all decked with Tapiſtry from the top 
to the bottom: At her Graces con ming to the Totbeoth there 
ſiod on high the fort Lertues,as firſt Ji ſtice with the bollauire 
in one hand, and the {word of Juſtice in the other, then Tempe⸗ 
rance hauing in the one hand a cup of vie, and in the other 
hande a cip cf water. Pꝛudence holding in ber hau da Scrpent 
and « Dotic, declaring that men enght to bee es wife es the 
Serpent to pꝛeuent daumger, Lut as ſmple as tie Ocue, eps 
ther in wꝛath oꝛ malice, The laſt is Foꝛtitude wie held a bꝛo⸗ 
hen puller in her hand, repꝛeſenting the ſtrength ela kingrome, 
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Dh thee paſſed on to the Cradle, von the toppe 
wyereof ſhee Hwa Plum (nx in verie god Muſicke be⸗ 
loze her comming to the Churche, woch done, her ꝙaie⸗ 
lie came foꝛch of hir Chariot, and wis conmeied vnto S. Oiles 
Church, where ſhe heard a Serm m preached by M. Robert 
Bruce, That ended, with p2atcrs fo her Highneſſe, ſhie was 
earned agame to her Chariot. Againſt her conuning fo2th, 
there ſd vpon the top of the Croſſe a table couered, wherevp- 
pon {fad cups of gold and ſũuer full of wine, with the Goddeſſe 
of Coꝛne and Mine ſitting thereat, and the come on heapes by 
her, who in Latine cricd that there ſhould be plentie thcreof in 
her time, and on the ſide of the Croſſe ſate the God Bacchus v- 
pon a punchion of wine,d2inking and caſting it by cups full vp- 
pon the people, beſides other of the towns-men that caſt apples 
andnuts among them, and the Croſſe it ſelf ranne Claret wine 
bpon the canlſwap fo2 the ropaltie ofthat date . Thente her 
Grace rode downe the gate to the ſault trone, wherevpon ſate 
all the Kings heertoloꝛe of Scotland, one of the lying a long at 
their feete,as if he had bene ſick, whom certain ſouldicrs ſeemed 
to awake at her aieſties conuning: whereupon he aroſe and 
made her an Dzation in Latine. Which ended, the paſſed down 
to the neather Wow, which was beautiſied with the marage of 
a King and his Nueene with all their Mobilitie about them, 
among whom at her Highnes pꝛelence there aroſe a yonth wha 
applied the ſame to the marriage of the King and her ſelfe, and 
ſo bleſſed that marriage. Which done, there was let downe vn- 
to her from the top ol the poꝛte in a ſilke ſtring a box conered w 
purplc veluet. was embꝛodered an A fo2 Annz(her 
Maieſties name) ſet with Diamonds and pꝛecious tones, eſte⸗ 
med at tiwentie thouſand Crownes, which the Townſhip gaue 
fo2 a pꝛeſent to her Highnes and then after the ſinging of ſome 
Plalmes with verie god muſicke, her Grace departed to the 
Abbey foz that nigbt. 
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
